At Loast Fifty Lives Were I^tmt lii U« n- 
ware Bay, and Um Deetraeiloa to Proii- 

ertv Will Reach Five Million Uullars. 
Many Veiiaels Wrecked Ail AIoiik the 

Atlaatle Oea«t. 

Pbiladbi:.phia, Sept li. — Saperin- 
Isndent Dayton, of the West Jersey 
laiboad, says tliat when railroad an<l 

telegraph commuuioation with Atlantic 
City well' re-i'Ktal)li;iiied it was fo.md 
that no serio m damage to projierty ha I 
beeu done by the storm and thaf no 
lives had been lost The fire, of which 
mmors had got afloat proves to have 
consumed only half a dozen shanties of 
•mall value at the southern end of the 
isluod. The board walk, with the booths, 
pavilions and places of amiuemeUt lo- 
cated thereon, wen destroyed b^ the 
waves, 'ihe Shelboms hotel, which is 
the most exiv>sed of all the hotels, was 
but slightly, damaged. 

There is now but one serious wash- 
out on tlie Camden and Athiutic road 
between Pleasantville and Atlantic 
City, aud Supeiintendent Dayton ex- 
pects this to.be repaired in a few hours. 

An attempt to run a steamer from 
Somers Point to Atlantic City had t:> 
be abandoned on account of the storia. 

Postniabt^^r Chester, of Sea isle City, 
has reached the main land, and report- 
ed that i>lace in very bad shape. The 
sea wall hius IweB destroyed an.l fifteen 
houses washed awav. including tlie 
Newland. Star and Shakes [leai e hotels 
The Evoarsion house and Surf house 
may be destroyed. The (.'outiueutul, 
the' largest hotel thSM^ iS Safe. JMo lives 
have been lost. 

The hcliooiiers R. R. Leeds and Re- 
bt»cca .M have been lost. A number of 
yachts were wrecked at their moorings 
Among the pleiusuie yachts sunk or 
driven out to sea are the (io lfrey, \'ol- 
unteer, .\levt, Neptune, Cornet. C'harles 
F. Walil. Tillie Clovert and ^Minerva, 
'riie lire early Wednesil.iy moaning was 
caused by u tin roof being blowu Oft 
ujxin some ek'ctri'3 light wires. 

Late dispatches state tliat the storm 
was the most furious known to the old- 
est inliabituiits. Tl\e beach fro i Uelio- 
baih to Lewes is strew 11 witli wie<!k. It 
is thought at least fifty lives \xe;elo-.t 
iu l)elawa:e b.iy. Men were sci u cling- 
ing to the rigging of the still siiikiu.i: 
vessels frantically yelling for lieip. Tlie 
life saving crews wer-' () iwi'rl"ss to reii- 
deriissist.iiKte owing It) the fury of the 
gale. It was a teriibly .sii^ht to witm • . 
Their Viodies were washed asliore and 
Were luii'ieil in the sand along the waicr.

At Laurel, the storm has eontiiiucl 
with ui:abated violence, but bev (.n I <le.

vicinity. Further up the uouutry j)«ii.*h 
orcharils have been ruined, some having 
toaruely a tree left standing. 

A des^iatch to The Record from 
Lewes, Lele., says: The loss of lite iu 
Delaware Bay by the storm has been 
almost as heavy as during the great 
blizKard of .March. IfHiS. The two 
Biirvivoi-K of the wrecked schooners are 
Mute Juckson uud Stewart Hunter, of 
the J. and It. Bryan, who had a terrible 
experienoe all night long and drifte«l 
ashore seventeen miles from the scene 
of the wreck. 

A special from Dover, Del., says the 
storm has greatly damaged fruit, espe- 
oiallr peaches and pears. Corn is also 
mnon damaged. Many fmit trees are 
torn up by the roots or broken off 
Mnnj outtsges WSM swept away at the 
hay sids snmmsr resorti and at Kitts, 
Hkmniook and Bowers Beaoh. In Dover 
ktfs tress were broken down. Much 
damsAe to shipping in tbe bay is re- 
ported. 

A dispatch reoslvsd from Atlan- 
tlo Oity, via Abseoon, N. gives 
the follow ing purtioulars of the storm : 
The wind reached a velocity of over 
sixty-two miles an hour. The sea beat 
twenty feet high above the inlet pavil- 
ions. There was great alarm among 
the visitors and lisidents. A woman 
holding a child in her arms Mas lifted 
up by the wiud and thrown into the 
water near the Howard pier. Mr. Wal- 
ter Field, photographer, iiimped iu und 
rescued tlie wuman aud child. The i>eo- 
ple living iu the houses beyond Baltic 
avenue, uud the thoroiighfure. had to be 
taken from second-story window s in boats 
by men. who rowed out for that pur- 
jiose.
